Board took place in New York on 5th April, Mr. 
Appleton, the President, occupying the chair. The 
following general report was made by the Executive 
Committee :— 


“In the interval between the meeting of this Board 
in January and the present meeting, the Executive Com- 
mittee have been notified by Messrs. E. H. Butler & 
Co., of Philadelphia, Messrs. A. 8. Barnes & Co., 
Messrs. Scribner & Co., Messrs. Ivison, Blakeman, Tay- 
lor & Co., Messrs. Woolworth, Ainsworth & Co., of New 
York, and Messrs. Wilson, Hinkle & Co., of Cincinnati, 
that they have severally been attacked in their interests 
by outside parties and compelled in self-defence to put 
travelling agents in the field. 

“The Executive Committee have also been notified 
by Messrs. Harper & Brothers that they have made At- 
lanta, Georgia, one of their points of correspondence ; 
and by Messrs. Brewer & Tileston, that Omaha, Ne- 
braska, has been added to their list. There are at this 
date seventy-six corresponding agencies, maintained by 
fourteen houses, in twenty-three different cities.’’ 

Which, on motion of Mr. Ivison, was accepted. 

Mr. Ivison, Chairman Arbitration Committee, reports 
no formal complaints and no general report to make: 
no definite action, and no meeting since January ; voted 
that the report be accepted. 

The Executive Committee, by the Chairman, to whom 
the resolution of Messrs. D. Appleton & Co., offered at 
the January meeting was referred, made the following 
special report and resolution accompanying :— 

‘* At the January meeting of this Board a resolution 
was submitted in behalf of the house of Messrs. D. Ap- 

leton & Co., which proposed certain changes in Article 
KIL. of the By-Laws. By it a limited number of 
travelling agents was proposed. This was referred to 
the Executive Committee to be reported on at the pre- 
sent meeting. 

‘‘Your Committee have deemed this question one of 
too vital a moment to be lightly considered or to be 
summarily dismissed without a full and careful consid- 
eration in all its bearings. It raises questions which 
appear to your Committee to underlie aid to be essen- 
tially interwoven witb the ultimate success or failure of 
our Association ; nor can they be satisfactorily answered 
by a portion only of this Board. The interests of each 
and every member are closely connected with the sug- 
gested modifications, and only our entire Association is 
competent to pass upon it. Your Committee have, 
therefore, realized that there was but one course to be 
pursued, and that was to invite a full and free expres- 
sion of the views of all the members, and to submit to 
this meeting their several answers. A printed circular 
was, therefure, addressed to each house, requesting a 
full expression of their views upon this subject. Your 
Committee have received answers, more or less full, 
from nearly all the principal houses, which we submit 
toyour consideration. With only a single exception, they 
areadverse to the change proposed during the prescribed 
limit of this Association, and are nearly equally unani- 
mous in desiring the continued existence of this Board 
after its term of expiration in July next on substantially 
its present basis, and without the feature of travelling 
agents, except for self-defence against outside parties. 

“With the views thus eapressed, a majority of your 
Committee have expressed their concurrence, and we, 
therefore, report that it is not deemed expedient to make 
any alteration in our. By-Laws. Your Committee also 
recommend that the whole subject of the renewal of this 
Association on and after the first of July be referred to 
& Special Committee of seven members, who shall meet 
at once, and prepare such a revised plan of organization 
asmay appear best calculated to harmonize all interests, 
and shall best promote our general welfare as a trade, 
a3 well as enable us to deserve the respect and confi- 
dence of the public.”’ 

“Voted that the Chairman of the Arbitration Com- 
Mittee, the President and Vice-President of the Board, 
and a member from each of the cities of New York, 
Philadelphia, Cincinnati, and Boston, be a Committee 
to take into consideration the recommendations of the 
paventive Committee, and report at an adjourned meet- 

g- 
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The report and resolution having been adopted, on 
motion of Smith Sheldon, the Chair appointed Messrs. 
Brewer, J. A. Harper, Theodore Butler, and O. J. Wil- 
son, to represent the cities of Boston, New York, Phila- 
delphia, and Cincinnati. 

On motion of Mr. Cooper, an alleged offer by the 
Chicago branch house of A. 8. Barnes & Co., in non- 
conformity with Article XVIII. of the By-Laws, was 
referred to the Arbitration Committee. 

The Board then adjourned to meet on the following 
day. 





The Board met pursuant to adjournmert. President 
Appleton in the chair. 

Mr. Ivison, Chairman of the Special Committee of 
seven, to whom was referred the Report of the Execu- 
tive Committee on a revision of the By-Laws, intro- 
duced the Report, which was read by the Secretary. 

A. S. Barnes & Co. made explanation in relation to 
the resolution of Mr. Cooper, offered the 5th, to the 
effect that no such offer had been made. 

It was then voted that the Report of the Special Com- 
mittee of seven be taken up and considered section by 
section, and, at the suggestion of Smith Sheldon, Arti- 
cle XV. was first considered. It reads as follows :— 


ArticLe XV.—Travelling agents may be employed, 
not to exceed ten in number, by each house, privileged 
to introduce books upon the terms indicated in By-Laws 
I. and V.; and each house shall be required, on the se- 
lection of its agents, to report to the Arbitrating and to 
the Executive Committee the names of the same ; also all 
changes that may from time to time be made in its 
agency corps. . 

A. 8. Barnes moved to amend by substituting one in 
place of ten agents. 

The ayes and noes being demanded, the amendment 
was lost by the following vote :—

Books 1x Paper.—The following remarks upon 
this subject appeared in Messrs. Hurd & Hough- 
ton’s Bulletin of new publications :— 

There are so many advantages in favor of making 
paper covers the ordinary dress of books, that we 
look to see that style finally adopted in America, 
as it is in France and Germany and on the Conti- 
nent generally. In England, the cloth covers are 
put on loosely, and the leaves are left uncut, so 
that the books can hardly be called bound at all, 
and, indeed, in technical language, are not bound. 
With us, the almost unvarying style of books in 
cloth has an appearance of permanence about it, 
and it is very true that books which have been cut 
and put into strong cloth cases are not likely to 
be rebound in leather, and are not so rebound to 
advantage. 

Books should be treated as magazines, brought 
out in paper covers, with uncut edges, and made 
to depend for their life upon the real permanence 
of the contents. Libraries, whose business it is to 
preserve all literature, would at once put a book 
into stout binding of a suitable character, which in 


most cases would never have to be changed ; indi- | 


vidual owners of books would select those which 
they valued, and exercise their taste and judgment 
in dressing them in leather, and ephemeral litera- 
ture would go the way of all rubbish. As it is 
now, a vast number of useless books owe their con- 
tinued miserable existence tothe sort ofdivinity with 
which they are hedged by their substantial covers. 

The average price of books by this method 
would be lowered, for people would be required to 
pay only for the substantial thing. The date of 
this advance in civilization may be calculated by 
the advance in other directions. When the Ame- 
rican of refined manners and simple taste is allowed 
in travelling to live quietly at public houses, and 
not in a blaze of looking-glass glory, to dine well, 
and not feel that he is an unwilling particeps cri- 
minis in barbaric waste, then he will be able to 
read books in all the freshness, and ease, and 
handiness of paper binding.

America. Not unnaturally, the immorality, the

| nothing, or only the earliest and most objectionable 
|of her novels. For a time, therefore, she was any- 
| thing but popular, and presently fell into neglect. 
Novel readers who sought only for the sensational, 
| indifferent to the moral quality of their intellectual 
pabulum, were disappointed in finding instruction 
‘and the noblest philosophy where they looked 
, hopefully for pruriency or romantic excitement; 
while the higher class of readers was warned away 
| by hearing, in endless repetition, the charge of 
| eccentricity in her life, and dangerous morality in 
| her books. Even prejudice has commonly some 
| foundation, and it is not to be denied that both in 
| her earlier life and literature there is much to 
| reprehend ; much, indeed, that she has lived her- 
| self to condemn, and, as far as might be, to coun- 
|teract. What all but a few failed to learn was the 
| sincerity, the benevolence, the deep philanthropy, 
| of this wonderful woman, who, with such sad and 
| disheartening experiences of life, lost no faith in 


| God or mankind, and who, with such fervor of lan- 
{guage and eloquence of diction as no French 
woman had ever before employed, still kept to her 
work of trying to make the world happier and 
better by inculcating in the more vraisemble and 
| fascinating pictures the noblest lessons of hope, 
courage, purity, and practical benevolence.”

The Descent of Man, and Selection in Relation to | 


Sex. By Charles Darwin, M.A., F.R.S. With 

illustrations. In 2vols. Vol. 2. Crown 8vo. pp. 

vii., 436. New York: D. Appleton & Co. 

The first volume of this work was noticed in 
these pages some weeks since, when we gave an 
outline of the argument employed respecting the 


nature and origin of man. In the second volume | 


the author continues the subject of sexual selec- 
tion, which was begun in the preceding volume, 
and devotes considerable space to an examination 
of the important influence of this agency in 
moulding and beautifying the animal world. The 


topic is treated very minutely, and is enriched | 
with a multitude of interesting illustrations drawn | 


from every species of animal and insect life. From 
the silence with which the sexual relations of ani- 
mals have usually been treated in popular works, 
most readers will be astonished to find themselves 


introduced into a new and inner world of animal | 


life, of which they have hitherto had no con- 
ception; and to learn that a considerable portion 
of the form and structure, the weapons, the orna- 
ments, and the coloring of animals, owes its very 


existence to the separation of the sexes. In pre- | 


senting this new branch of natural history, which 
is one of the most striking creations of Mr. Dar- 
win’s genius, an extensive survey is made of sexual 
differences throughout the animal kingdom—their 
causes and effects—in order that the principles 
deduced therefrom may be applied to explain the 
nature and probable origin of the several races of 
man, which the author believes cannot be ex- 
plained without the agency of “sexual selec- 
tion.” 


The main theory advanced by Mr. Darwin is | 


based upon the fact that in the animal kingdom 
there is an almost continual struggle among the 
males for the females—a struggle carried on either 
by actual fighting or by rivalry in beauty. From 
this it results that some males gain the victory 
over others, and thus succeed in pairing earlier, 


and with the most vigorous females—the latter ex- | 


erting a choice and rejecting those males that are 
least pleasing. 
modifications in male animals: 1. Weapons of 
various kinds, those best able to fight having most 
frequently left progeny to inherit their superiority ; 
2. Musical organs, gaudy colors, or ornamental 
appendages have been developed, through the 


females preferring those so adorned. This part of | 


the work is illustrated by numerous wood-cuts, 
showing the extraordinary differences of form and 
structure between the sexes. 

The insect world is next considered. The males 
of many species emit musical sounds which doubt- 
less attract or charm the female. Among most 
insects, the butterfly especially, diversity of color 
exists, the males being most brilliantly or most 
intensely colored ; and the difference is often so 
great that the two sexes look like widely differ- 
ent species. Beetles differ greatly in form, the 
males possessing wonderful horns or protuberances, 
immensely long legs, and enormous jaws. Passing 
on to the vertebrates, we find that male fishes often 
fight, and some of them undergo strange changes 


Hence have arisen two sets of | 


| of form at the breeding season, when they likewise 
acquire new or more vivid colors. 

Passing on to birds, we discover every imagi- 
nable kind of sexual ornament. In an immense 
number of cases, male birds are more beautifully 
colored than the females, and often possess the 
most gorgeous plumage, as in the train of the pea- 
cock, and the breast-plumes of the bird-of-paradise, 
The male has also a louder or more melodious 
voice. Among birds is found abundant evidence 
that the female notices and admires increased 
beauty of color or brilliant ornament, and that she 
exercises choice, rejecting one suitor and choosing 
another. There is evidence, too, that the male 
fully displays all his charms before the females, 
and some of the facts adduced on this head are 
most curious and interesting, four chapters being 
devoted to this branch of the investigation. 

The concluding chapters again treat of man. 
| The sexual differences of man are stated tobe greater 
than in most species of quadrumana, while in their 
general features and mode of development, man 
agrees remarkably with those animals. The law 
of battle for wives still prevails among savages. 
Considerable space is devoted to prove that savages 
think much of personal appearance, admire certain 
types of form and complexion, and that probably 
selection of wives and husbands has been an im- 
| portant agent in determining the differences of race 
among mankind. 

In the last chapter, Mr. Darwin gives an able 
summary of the whole argument, and while re- 
gretting that his views will be denounced by many 
as highly irreligious, and prove distasteful to 
others, he maintains that the whole évidence 
points to the conclusion that man, with all his 
noble qualities and godlike intellect, still bears 
in his bodily frame the indelible stamp of his 
lowly origin. 


On the Genesis of Species. By St. George Mivart, 
F.R.S. 12mo. pp. 314. Illustrated. New York: 
D. Appleton & Co. 


Very remarkable is the rapidity with which an 
| interest in the intricate problem of the origin of 
the race has spread within the last dozen years. 
The great stimulus to this line of investigation was 
given by Mr. Charles Darwin, and it has since been 
followed up by many eminent scientists. The 
work before us is another upon the same subject. 
| In attempting a solution of the question, the author 
takes middle ground between the views put forth 
by Mr. Darwin, and those advanced by most of his 
opponents. He believes that there is partial trath 
| in the conflicting theories contended for by vari- 
| ous advocates, and that by rejecting the error on 
| both sides, and carefully eliminating the truth, we 
| will soon arrive at such a systematic and compre- 
| hensive view of the genesis of species as will com- 
| pletely harmonize with the teachings of science, 
philosophy, and religion. The author accepts the 
| Darwinian theory of “ Natural Selection” as one 
practical utility in explaining many of the phendo- 
| mena of organic life, yet is inclined to give it only 
| a subordinate place, and maintains that it is aided 
| and supplemented by some other agency ; that new 
forms of animals and plants have from time to time 
| been evolved from preceding animals and plants,

Referring to the fact that Mr. Darwin’s views 
have provoked the hostility of religious thinkers 
and writers, the author defends him from the 
charge of atheism, and contends that the general 
theory of evolution is perfectly consistent with the 
strictest and most orthodox Christian theology, and 
that there is and can be absolutely nothing in physi- 
eal science which forbids us to regard these natural 
laws as acting with the Divine concurrence and in 
obedience to a creative fiat originally imposed on 
the primeval world, “in the beginning,” by its 
Creator, its Upholder, and its Lord. The purpose 
of the author has thus been to contribute, if pos- 
sible, toward clearing the way for peace and con- 
ciliation, and for a more ready perception of the 
harmony which exists between our conceptions 
of God as “first cause,” and the teachings of 
physical science, as far as concerns the evolution 
of organic forms—the genesis of species.

Science for the Young: Heat. By Jacob Abbott. 
pp. xii., 306. New York: Harper & Brothers. 
Mr. Abbott purposes to prepare a series of works 

on elementary science, the object of which, though 
written in a narrative form, is not simply to amuse 
the reader, or even to entertain him with accounts 
of curious or wonderful phenomena, but to impart 
to him some substantial and thorough instruction 
in respect to the fundamental principles of differ- 
ent sciences. In the preparation of the volumes, 
use will be made of the works of recent European, 
especially French, writers, not only for the purposes 
of the text, but for designs and illustrations. We 
have been’much pleased iu reading portions of this, 
the initial volume of the series, and have no hesi- 
tation in saying that both in the structure of the 
text, and in the discussion of principles, it seems 
admirably adapted to its purpose. 





LAW. 


A Treatise on the Medical Jurisprudence of Insanity. 
By I. Ray, M.D. Fifth edition, with additions. 
pp- xv., 658. Boston: Little, Brown & Co. 


Dr. Ray’s Treatise first appeared in 1838, and 
was very shortly republished in London and Edin- 
burgh, and perhaps elsewhere. It is based upon a 
large experience by the author as superintendent and 
physician of a hospital for the insane, and upon 
thorough acquaintance with the labors of other in- 
vestigators. In the preparation of the present edi- 
tion the author, without referring specifically to the 
changes of or additions to the text, states generally 
that he has availed himself of the accessions that 
have been made to our knowledge, and has noticed 
every new development of scientific observation of 
much practical value. Much objection has been 
made in some quarters to what are considered some 
of the latitudinarian doctrines of our author, but it 
is a subject on which medical doctors may specu- 
late and lawyers point to their olden authorities 
without perhaps ever coming to an agreement of 
views. We notice that in a reference to the case 
of Winnemore, convicted and executed in this city 
in 1867, for killing Mrs. Magilton, Dr. Ray ex- 
presses the opinion that he “ was sent tothe gallows 
rather than to a hospital for the insane.” It would 
add much to the value of the book, for lawyers at 
least, if there were more copious references to the 
legal authorities. We also notice that it is stated 
in a note on page 562 that the English courts do 
not permit a jury in a criminal case to render a 
special verdict. Unless we are greatly mistaken 
in our recollection, the Supreme Court of Pennsyl- 
vania has decided that there is the same right to 
render a special verdict in both classes of cases. 


A Treatise on the Sales of Personal Property, with II- 
lustrations from the Foreign Law. By William 
W. Story. Fourth edition. By Edmund H. 
Bennett. pp. lxxxi., 677. Boston: Little, Brown 
& Co. 

Mr..Story is a son of Judge Story, and entered 
upon his father’s profession, publishing several 
volumes of Reports and of Elementary Treatises. 
He subsequently turned his attention to general 
literature, sculpture, and art, and since about 1848 
has resided in Italy. The first edition of his work 
on Sales appeared in 1847. A subsequent edition 
was prepared by Judge Perkins, of Massachusetts. 
In the present edition we have the results of the 
examination by Mr. Bennett of over three hundred 
volumes of reports. Several entirely new sections 
have been written, besides other additions both to

The Life and Letters of Hugh Miller. By Peter

with his family, to present to the American reader 
his Life and Letters, by Mr. Bayne, who was Hugh 
Miller’s successor in the editorial chair of the 
“‘Witness,’? and was thus brought into infinite 
sympathy with his public acts and labors. In 
those volumes we have fully presented that which 
is so desirable in all biographies, the personal 
element. Miller was born at Cromarty, in Scot- 
land, October 10, 1802, and his death took place in 
December, 1856. His career as boy, apprentice, 
journeyman, bank accountant, editor, and man of 
science, is traced in affectionate and attractive 
language by Mr. Bayne, which fully sets before us 
the social and intellectual traits of one who was 
perhaps the most complete self-educated man of the 
time. Mr. Miller’s publications were, in the order 
of time: A small volume of Poetry ; “ Scenes and 
Legends of the North of Scotland ;” “The Old Red 
Sandstone ;” “The Two Records, the Mosaic and 
Geological ;” “First Impressions of England;” 
“The Geology of the Bass-Rock ;” “ Footprints of 
the Creator ;” “ My Schools and my Schoolmasters ;” 
“The Testimony of the Rocks;’” “ Posthumous 
Works.” It will be recollected that upon the 
completion of his “ Testimony of the Rocks,” his 
powerful intellect gave way, and that he died from 
a pistol-shot wound, inflicted by his own hands’ 
under the impulse of insanity. Such is the melan- 
choly statement which we find at the close of the 
work, and those who are curious in such matters 
will not fail to connect it with another statement 
in the first chapter, that his birth appears to have 
acted on the imagination of his father, as he had 
“a singular dream’’ in relation thereto, and that 
the midwife remarked that the conformation of the 
head was unusual, and indicated, in her opinion, 
that the child would turn out an idiot. The various 
works of Miller have been read by a large number 
of persons, both scientific and unscientific, and they 
will be glad to welcome this charming portraiture 
of the author.
